Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Specifically, it is understood that the jack accessory is 
adapted to fit about a standard jack stem found in the prior art. However, once the 
accessory is mounted, how does it operate? How is the accessory utilized to lift an 
object? Figure 2, illustrates the accessory, but it is unclear how it cooperates with the 
prior art jack to perform a lifting function?

Claims 1-20, as best as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Dube. 

Dube, in Figure 1, discloses a lift column 14, a lift column socket 20, and a 
tongue in Figure 2, at 38. The lift socket 20 is secured about a rectangular lift column 
with catching means comprising teeth16. Furthermore, the tongue is disposed in the 
socket assembly. Figure 6 illustrates that the apparatus is adapted to fit about a jack 
stem, y — ^ 



Next, in Figures 2, 3B, and 6, first, second, and third catch means are illustrated 
with tongues 40. Moreover, Figure 2, illustrates a catch hole 36. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Morgan, Mcintosh, Simko, and Cardona disclose lifting devices.
